SENSATION IN E1MITTSBURG 


DOUBLE TRAGEDY OF YOUNG 
GIRL AND MIDDLE AGED MAN. 


Man is Supposed by Acre*Mc*t Pint 


to Have Shot Girl MM! Them 


Killed Himself. 


Emmitsburg has had a startling 


sensation in a double tragedy by 
shooting of Miss Mary Ann Sneer- 
ineer. a sixteen year old girl and 
John Ford Thompson, 52 years old, 
archeologist. traveler and artist, of 
Washington, and said to have been 
wealthy. 
The girl was the oldest 


daughter of Joseph Snceringer and 
Rachel Pecher Sneeringer, both of 
this 
county, 
arid 
now 
living 
in 


Wavnesboro. 


The girl had been a waitress at the 


hotel in Etnmitsburg. kept by her 
aun:. Mrs. Anna M. Siagle. and was 
considered a beautiful young girl- 
Thompson had stayed at the hotel 
and 
made the girl's acquaintance 


months ago- The two became in- 
fatuated with each other. Mrs. Sla- 
gel had attempted at first to forbid 
Thompson coming to the hotel and 
j-eeing the girl but the latter told her 
aunt that she would meet him else- 
where if not allowed to see hini at 
the hotel, so his vsMts were permit- 
ted.

separated. He had been trying to 
secure a divorce about which there

Important to Women. 


The Women's Suffrage Amendment to the Constitu- 


tion has been adopted, and women will be entitled to xrote 
at the coming Presidential Election. It will be necessary 
for women to Register on or before Sept. 1 and pay tax 
on or before Oct. 3. 


The Assessors have been instructed to make a Regis- 


try of the women of their district and assess them for 
taxes. The time is too short for the Assessors to visit 
every dwelling in the district, so it will be proper for the 
women to notify the assessor by mail or in person, giv- 
ing full Christian. Xame. and last name and Post Office 
address and occupation, whether single or married, if 
single, with whom boarding, if married Husband's first 
name. It will be proper for the Assessor to take this 
information from the husband or father of the woman 
to be registered. 


The Assessor will sit at the Regular Polling Places 


between the hours of 10:00 o'clock A. M. and 3:00 
o'clock P. M. and between 6:00 o'clock P. M. and 9:00 
o'clock P. M. on August 31. and Sept. 1 at which time he 
may be seen by those who may think that letters might 
not be delivered in time. 


The Tax Duplicates for the several Boroughs and 


Townships will be in the hands of the Tax Collector after 
September 5th. in order to give women an opportunity 
to pay taxes.

been realized.

Section i. The right of citizens of 


the United States to vote shall not 
be denied or abridged by the United 
States or by any State on account of \ 
sex.
